Customs Offloiel aQjaost 
found, the ^pdbmatla poaoh. QEHLSN was proud of his daughter's foresig^ in 
idaoing the pouch below a layer of soiled feolidne "nloeties'' at the feottca of 
the bag* The official inspected the contents of the bag as far as tbs soiled 
"niceties* but terminated his Inspecrion there. Use of his daughter for courier 
nine was necessitated by l&ok of personnel at the Ministry of Foreign Affairs.

c* QBBRKAZBH mede no secret of the written brief which he had fo^paared for 
OSBEfiH bn'^the. U;S* Ravy's Sixth Fleet activities in the Heditezrenean and on 
the moo JbFal Cosoands. & had prepared a three (3) page essay on 'the history 
of a mpdero aircraft <uurier which w^ carefully read by OSBLSH. Fzd.or to the 
briefing ^OEBCSlf asked the soi^e of tbs material. In Qerman* OKRHASES answered

a* CustODS delays* Identity and passport inspections were, avoided at I^oe 
by the arrangeawnts .made by LCISI E. W. H)LL0WA7* Flag Lieutenant to the Ckaatander 
Sixth Fleet* LGBR B3LL0WAY met the plane with two (2) sedans and amtnged a 
smooth pssaage off the field. GBHLSH adndred the warm sunny weather and tropical 
scenery and talked about the history of HLce aiil VlUefranche. 

b* At tbe pier near . Villef ranche the COMSIXTHFLT barge awaited the psrtY* 

The party went aboard tbe.USS SALEM at 1735 and was greeted by LCQil IU G* HARTMAN.. 
IBN* -The SAISH.was so spotlessly clean and shipshape that the party . "begged 
pardon* when shoes a^sad the runners on deck. QSHUSN was impressed by his first 
ebntaot with the U.S* Navy* and especially with tbe attention devoted to him* 

He saved aS ' S souvenier a memorandon presented him with the roati^ of ship s 
officers* 'aW soda fountain and tobacco shop hours of operation* etc. 

A bcjy of thla memorandum* which pleased QEHLSN very much* is forwarded as 
enelosure ( 1 )* 
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..Ci That eveningj in preference to attending the movies on the fantall, 

QKHLKN strolled the nairow streets of Villefranche in the company of the party* 
While waiting for the captain's gig to return aboard, this officer talked alone 
with GEfflEM. 

5* Eventa of 6 September aboard 1)53 SALEM: 

. af On 6 September after breakfast, SALEM hoisted anchor arxl proceeded at 
slow speed to her rendesvous with the Sixth Fleet. After aii irwipiKtlon of ship's 
spaces, OBQUSN came to the subject of CIS accreditation. He anticipated no 
serious setbacks and foresaw no difficulties In gaining parllaatentary appro\*al 
of his organisation. He realized that it wotild be dangerous If the CECS's 
acoredltatton were made a political Issue, and considered it htn personal 
achievement that the SIS is above polities. He said he has Influential friends 
In both. the government and opposition parties, but still anticipates lengthy 
parliamentary debates. He Is prepared to make minor concessions as the debates 
progrero. Wl-^ binoculars In hand and seated in the eossnand ohalr on the 
Admiral's bridge, (EHLKH was the picture of a man with confidence In his future, 
and appeared to be In coEsmard of the situation. 

b. Prior to the last luncheon aboard the SALEM on 7 September, QEELSS 
asked this officer if Admiral 0F3TXB would like a short briefing on the (US. 

This was left to his own discretion, and he appeared very pleased. Immediately 
preceding the luncheon a small Corsican fishing craft appeared whose Skipper 
asked help to repair his engines. GEHLEN followed the fishing craft incident 
with interest and was impressed that the ci'ulser stopped to render ^slstance 
to the Corsican craft. The lunch was a festive one and the , atmosphere, i^axcd 
and friendly. Seated to the light of Admiral OFSTIE, GEHLEN missed a bite 
several times In his eagerness to provide quick and accurate atmwers to the 
Admiral's questions about Germany, its economic condition and future. 

c» After lunch the party relaxed in comfortable chairs and engaged in social 
conversation. Afterwards, GEHLEN gave a dignified briefing on the OIS, and avoided 
any attea^t ;^t sensationalism. He presented matters aocxirately. I n c ludi ng details 
of initial setbacks. According to GEHLEN, the last parliamentary recess found 

(03 accepted in ptinolpal, but various taobnloalitlea including approval of 
the bsdget remain to be settled during the Octot^r-Novemher parllaiaentsry session. 
Be anticipated no problems, however, .which be could not overcome by thereon- 
cessions he Is prepared to grant. The QIS mission, as explained jby t mVB J iSW , Is 
the collection and evaluation of political, economic, and military intelligence. 

Ba explained that hla Chief of Naval Evaluation, OSEBIAIER, will be assigned 
the nanral evaluation desk at the Ministry of Defense In addition to his present 
rosponslbllltles with CIS. He stressed the need for centralization of all 
collection effoiis for economy reasons and added that this trip made him realize 
the need for reliable naval intelligence. GEHLEN then talked about the "small 
but effective" futxa*e German Navy In the Baltic which was to be ready to fruatrata 
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anr Soviet attempt at Itwaalon of Denmark* and added that the German Kavy may 
one day be worthy of a offenalve mlaslon In the Baltic. He talked about the 
need for oloae cooperation with the KATO intelligence oonmunlty, aod isdioated 
that he bad taken eteps to eatablleh liaison contacts with other oountrlea. 

(IKHIEW made it plain that he has close contact with Chancellor ASSKMIBR* and 
predloted that the Chanoellor's mission to Moscow la bound to fail. According 
to (EHCSHf AISHAUEH was cognisant of the fact that be might meet hard Soviet 
demands and hardly be accorded an opportunity to enter into asrioua neghtlatiom. 
Be therefore excluded f ram his party the Minister of Boonomloa and Me advisory 
staff t OBHLBM believed the Chancellor might succeed in negotiating the release 
of the German prisoners of war* but that Soviet propaganda would arrange for 
the credit to go to the Gl£. It muat be said that fascinated hla 

audience* and that he was aware of this fact. 

d» In the late aftert»on a briefing was arranged for the visitors In the 
, presence of Adpilral 0F3TXS. Tt» composition of the Sixth Fleet and some of its 
operations and operational areas were reviewed by Capt. R. L. SHITLST* the Flans 
^f *S^and Operations Officer; logistic and supply problems were laresentad by Capt. 

D« STABDLY* Fleet Loglatlc Officer. QEHLEN displayed keen Interest In 
B g pa liitrtaate euj^ly protileas and the G.S. Navy developed methods of refueling and 

nrepLenishlng at sea.

0* Ssoorted by. Admiral 0F3TIE* GEHLEN was shown the assembled fleet, and 
aiz^nr^t earrlars. The Plan of the Day* forwarded herewith as eoc^sure (2)*

TgfltSH*. with pegfuae from the ebip's store and. a box of cigars for State 

Dr. GLOSS* was transferred with Capt. ARM3TR0W by the first flight.

StSff. During the vlalt QESLEN extended an Invitation to Admiral 0FSTC3 to 
visit him in Germany.

on the sharp diffm'eooe between the SALEM and the CORAL SEA. QSIfiJQI. remarked 
that the crm of the SALEM sweat to maintain her polish and dignity* that of 
the CORAL 82A to gat A hard Job done. His remark was appropriate* since the 
CORAL SSA was in Biddst of reveling from a tanker vMch was topplng-off a 
destroyer on the other side. 





b. Vlth refueling underway* two orulsers and a submarloa nearby* and 
refueling and replenishing ships on the horizon* QBHLSN was at. a loss to find 
the right csinera* althou^ he had two (2) HINDI oameras (one loaded with hlaok 
ani vdzlte« the other with colored film); one (1) Mlnox light meter; one (1) 
Robot cfflsera with talasooplo lens; one (1) Eeica with taleaooplo lens; ons (1) 
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Sxalcta loatod with colored film; and one (1) Minox fixed to hia blnooiilars. 

He reapocted the desires of the Conanander Sixth Fleet, however, and avoided 
taldLng pictures of electronic equipaent. 

e* After dinner QEHI£N watcbfid the landing of Jet aircraft aboard the 
darkened ship* As the firat Jet landed vdth a deafening roar and a terrlflo 
Inpectf and the heat of the Jet thrust reached the bridge, nttmjpi jtsaped book 
a^lmt this officer, believing the Jet had crashed. As other Jets landed 
In precision he expressed his admiration for the tactics developed by the 
U.S« Navy, the efficiency of the entire crew, the teohnloal superiority of 
the V.S* Itory, and the s^ategloal Importance of a modern aircraft carrier. 

7. On the morning of 8 September 0EHC£H was among the first to arrive at 
breakfast and was eager to observe the launching and landing of alzMraft. 

During breakfast he thanked Admiral EKSOSIOM for the opportunity to witness 
carrier operations, which be described as the moet Interesting and exciting 
teohnieal developoent he had ever seen. Throxighout that day it was Inpoaalble 
to talk to him on any topic not pertaining to carrier activities. Be listened 
attentively to all explanations by Admiral EK3TR3M, his Chief of Staff « and 
Copt -AS4S1B0IKI, eu)l stiu^t out every opportunity to learn more about air 
operations# the oanrier's tasks, and naval aviation in!;genaral. Escorted by 

a Marine orderly, GEHLBN appeared to be in his own milieu, and he enjoyed 
every minuta of It. The next event of interest wu the transfer of a hospital 
case ty Mghllne from a destroyer to the carrier. Afterwards, QHHLKif was 
IntrodueM to the film "Victory at Sea", parts of which were shown in the 
Senior Officer’s country briefing room. 

8. a. After the catapuit'<> launching of 6 Jets on 9 September, (iKHIEW asked 
this officer stout the ^ssiblllty of a U.S. !)avy invitation to General 
HS33IM3ffi and ex-Admlral WAONSR to observe oarrlsr and fleet operatlomu 
According to GEBHIEB, these two individuals will be influential In tbs dsvd.op* 
meat of the future German Navy, and he felt that they should be aiada aware of 
toe cApahtlltles of moclern ships and the vital atz*at«glc Importance of naval 
avlatdon. QgHtJm askscl the advisability of inviting State Seoz*etary Jir» OIOEK B 
for a 'Similar visit as a guest of the U.S. Navy. Later, he turned to Admiral 
BKSTBOn to learn more tttout the plana of the Sixth Fleet and the lEsnry's 
plans for Its operational forces in this area. (SHI£H then talked about Osman 
mllltscy aetlvltlea during WW II in the Black Sea area and the B a lkan s. He 
stated that the Sixth Fleet was preserving the moral of the peoples of Ors^e, 
Italy, and par*tleul«rly Spain. He explained that even In Germany the presence 
of the IBM forces in the Mediterranean is most assuring, and that moot of West 
German plannit^ in the Near Bast Is based upon the presence of the Sixth Fleet 
in the Mediterranean. That same evening at the dinner table and prior to the 
movlto he spo^ freely about his viewa on India, Turkey, and Greece.
